Development 
of Red River 
Is Urged 


ALEXANDRIA, La. CAP) - 


Claude 
Kirkpatrick, director of 


i the Louisiana Department of Pub- 
lic Works, today urged immediate 
start of a program for compre- 
hensive development of the Red 
River. 


Speaking at a public hearing 


here. Kirkpatrick outlined a five- 
point program of developing the 
river for navigation, bank stabili- 
zation, 
flood control, recreation 


and pollution abatement along the 
Red from Dur.ison Dam in Texas 
to its junction with the Atchafal- 
aya. 
Kirkpatrick pointed out that four 
stales and two district offices of 
the Corps of Engineers would be 
involved in the plan. He said the 
corps has been limited to defen- 
sive measures in its control of the 
upper Red, but "we should begin 
now" to develop the full potential 
of the river. 


"The federal government is par- 


ticularly interested in seeing that 
programs such as this go for- 
ward," he said. 


"This has not always been the
